Submitted herewith is the report of the annual audit 
and examination of the accounts of the Town of Lyman 
for the fiscal year ended December 31, 1948, which was 
made by this Division in accordance with the vote of the 
town. Exhibits as hereafter listed are included as part 
of the report. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Included in the examination and audit were the ac- 
counts and records of the Board of Selectmen, Treasurer, 
Tax Collector, Town Clerk, and Trustees of Trust Funds. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


Comparative Balance Sheets 
Dec. 31, 1947—Dee. 31, 1948 (Exhibit A) 


Comparative Balance Sheets as of December 31, 1947 
and December 31, 1948, are presented in Exhibit A. As 
indicated therein the Net Debt decreased by $1,998.17 
during the year. 


Analysis of Change in Financial Condition: 
(Exhibit B) 


An analysis of the change in financial condition of 
the town during the year is made in Exhibit B, with the 
factors which caused the decrease in Net Debt indicated 
therein. 


Comparative Statements of Appropriations and 
Expenditures—Estimated and Actual Revenues: 


(Exhibits C & D) 


Comparative statements of appropriations and ex- 
penditures, estimated and actual revenues for the fiscal 
year ended December 31, 1948, are presented in Exhibits 
C and D. As indicated by the budget summary (Exhibit 
D), a net unexpended balance of appropriations of 
$1,942.82, less a net revenue deficit of $9.76, resulted in 
a net budget surplus of $1,983.06. 

Summary of Receipts and Expenditures: (Exhibit E) 


A summary of receipts and expenditures for the 
fiscal year ended December 31, 1948, made up in accord- 
ance with the uniform classification of accounts, is in- 
cluded in Exhibit E. Proof of the Treasurer’s balance, 
as of December 31, 1948, is indicated in Exhibit F. 


AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all town officials 
charged with the custody, receipt and disbursement of 
public funds were examined and audited. Vouchers and 
cancelled checks were compared with supporting invoices 
and payrolls as well as entries in the books of record. 
Receipts were checked by source insofar as possible and 
totals of receipts and expenditures verified. 


CONCLUSION 


The accounts and records of all town officials which 
we examined were found in good condition and the ac- 
counting procedure conformed to the uniform system 
prescribed by this Division. 


The provisions of Section 31, Chapter 211, of the 
Laws of 1939, require that this report or a summary of 
its essential features shall be published in the next 
annual town report. ‘ 


We extend our thanks to the officials of the Town 
of Lyman for their assistance during the course of the 
audit.
